And I call God to Witneſs, I never had a Farthing of Mmey 
of the King in my life, but on the Account of the like Service; And as 
to the Witneſſes that have Sworn againſt me, 1 do here ſo'emnly de- 


Clare, now at my Death, that I have not ſeen the French Ambaſſador , 


ſince the beginning of the breaking out of the Plot, neither have T had 
any acquaintaitce with bim. And as to his Confeſſor, 1 never ſþoke 
with him in my life , neither have T had any dealing, either direftly or 
indirefty, mmy life with them, though Sir William Waller and the 
reſt Swore moſt falſly to'the contrary.
